NOTICE OF HEARING

RE: Hearing to consider the suspension or tevocation of the First and Third Class Licenses
granted to Manchester Country Club, Inc., P O Box 947 Beech Street, Manchester Center,
Vermont, said licenses being granted to sell alcoholic liquor for on-ptemise consumption.

Please take notice that pursuant to the authority vested in the Vermont Liquor Control Board by Title 7, Section 236,
Vermont Statutes Annotated, a hearing will be held before the Liquor Control Board at the Department of Liquor
Control, 13 Green Mountain Drive, Montpelier, Vermont on Wednesday, May 30, 2012 at 9:30 a.m.

The hearing will be held as a formal hearing and will be held to consider the suspension or revocation of the first and
third class licenses granted to Manchester Country Club, Inc., Manchester Center, Vermont, said licenses being
granted to sell alcoholic liquor for on-premise consumption, for alleged violation of General Regulation No. 21(a) of
the regulations duly adopted by the Liquor Control Board, which is set forth and specified below.

General Regulation 21(a): Corporations and associations which hold liquor licenses shall have prior approval from
the Liquor Control Boatd of any change of directors, officers, managers, or affiliates, and of any change in shares which
causes the holdings of any new or existing shareholder, including the holdings of that shareholder’s immediate family, to
equal ten percent or mote of the corporation’s or association’s voting shares. Notices shall be given in writing to the
Liquot Conttol Boatd not later than twenty days prior to any change. The Board will consider changes in the same way
that new licenses are considered. If changes, other than changes caused by the death of a joint tenant, are concluded
without obtaining prior Board approval, in writing, the license shall be subject to suspension or revocation.

1t is alleged that you failed to notify the Liguor Control Board of changes to your corporate Directors/ officers at least twenty days prior to the
change in corporate directors in violation of General Regulation No. 21 (a).

The Liquor Control Board shall determine whether or not such alleged violations did occur as specified herein.

Pursuant to Title 3, Vermont Statutes Annotated, Section 809(d), the said Manchester Country Club, Inc. shall have
an opporttunity by themselves or through their attorney to appear at said hearing to present evidence and argument on
all issues involved in this case and bring before the Liquor Control Board all pertinent facts that the said licensee

believes will have a bearing on the issues involved in this case.

VIOLATION(S) ALLEGED: General Regulation # 21 - Any person or persons having
a direct or vested financial interest in the business of the licensee must be disclosed on
the license application. The licensee must notify the Department no less than 15 days
before any intended changes in the ownership of and /or financial interest of any
person or entity in the licensed entity can occur. Any such changes not approved by the
Department, may place the license in jeopardy and/or may result in administrative
penalties after a Board hearing.

DATE OF VIOLATION: March 21, 2012

Days prior to March 21, 2012, I was notified by mail by Laurie Pecor, the licensing
technician for liquor control, about a director change that occurred with the Manchester
Country Club. Ireviewed the paperwork that was mailed to me, which was the 2012
Liquor license renewal application for the corporation. Upon reviewing the paperwork, I
noted someone had had written in another director. This was Director #5, Russell Mills.

On March 21, 2012, I arrived at the Manchester Country Club and met with Brian
Sherwood, the Food and Beverage Manager of the club. I advised him of why I was
there. Ithen explained to him that our department needed to be notified in advance of
any changes to the members or directors. I indicated that we would need a copy of the
minutes of the meeting and information on whomever was going to be added and if
someone was going to be removed as a member and/or director. Mr. Sherwood advised
he was unaware of this, but would provide us with the information and paperwork that we
needed. Ithen completed an administrative ticket (No. 00354) for the violation of
regulation #21. This carries a waiver fine of $200.00.

On March 28, 2012 I checked the Vermont Secretary of State’s webpage. The database
for the Manchester Country Club Corporation indicates they have four members. The
President is listed as Rudy Weaver, Vice President as Jan Horwitz, Carol Hillman as the
Secretary and Wayne Hauge as the Treasurer. Russell Mills is not listed anywhere on,the

page.
